Tus new election law provides that nomina- 
tions and nomination papers for county of- 
fices must be filed with the County Clerk at 
least thirty days prior to the day of election. 
This year that will come the 34 of November. 
Today is the 3d of October, and as tomorrow 
will be Sunday the lists of candidates should 
be in the hands of the Clork today. 

There is one thing which party managers 
must remember—that it is no longer in their 
power to force a man off the ticket, no matter 


| how objectionable he may be, after his name 


has been returned to the County Clerk. It 
cannot be dropped without his consent, and 
the worst man is the one who is most anxious 
to hold on. Under the old system the Central 
committee could always dispose of a hard 
case, if it came to the worst, by refusing to 
print his name on the party ticket, That can 
no longer be done. Consequently conven- 
tions will have to learn to be more careful 
about their selections, and delegates must 
quit the practice of submitting to the nomina- 
tion of bad men in the hope that they will be 
compelled to step down and out. At the same 
time the law gives the voter an easy way of 
rejecting objectionable candidates—simply by 
not puttmg an approval mark opposite his 
name on the ticket. All names not voted for 
are voted against, 


 GOOLEY, THE PROCRASTINATOR., 

The peonle who profess to be thinkmg of 
voting to put Mr. Cooley in as a member of 
the Drainage Board ought to read and ponder 
over the remarks by Mr. Hotz and Dr. Gil- 
more published in Taz Trrsunz of Thursday 
last. They would find there food for refleo- 
tion, and, perhaps, for a change of mind. No 
one can controvert the statements made by the 
gentlemen named, or deny that they ought to 
be in a position to know whereof they ; 
Mr. Cooley was elected Engineer as soon as 
permitted by the decision of the Supreme 
Court, and immediately afterwards began his 
work of observing physical researches,”’ 
running lines, etc. He continued this halfa 
year, and till the board grew tired of waiting 
and asked him to make a report. He prom- 
ised to do so but did not keep his word. Still 
more delay, and he was again requested to re- 
port when he would-have the channel line laid 
down. Their pressure brought from him a 


declaration that the earliest date at which he 


could have the route mapped out was the 
summer of 1892! 

Then the board, unable to stand such fool- 
ing, got rid of him. He was discharged for 
good reasons—to wit: incompetency, extrav- 
agance, and insubordination,’ says Trustee 
Hotz. Within three months after he left the 
route to Summit was mapped out, and a little 
later the whole route to Joliet had been sur- 
veyed and determined, Mr. Artingstall having 
finished the work from the point at which 
Messrs. Newton and Worthen left it last 
spring to undertake other responsibilities. 
The board is now ready to begin condemna- 
tion proceedings as soon as a Judge will act 
on it, and they will be pushed as rapidly as 
the provisions of the law protecting the rights 
of property- owners whose land is wented for 
the use of the public will allow, 

With this damaging record Mr. Cooley has 
the hardihood to come forward as a candidate 
tor the office of Drainage Trustee, and the po- 
litical party that has taken him up is trying’ 
to foist him on the community, though he 
would be a hindrance instead of a benefit to 
the project. This man, who with absolute 
power in his hands for so long a time, unfet- 
tered and unhampered by any restriction, did 
nothing but continually call for more men 
and money, more rain and flood gauges to 
be used in the surveying of back creeks and 
sloughs, practically left the really important 
part of the work to be done by those who 
came after him. He resembled no one 80 
much as McClellan, who, when in command 
of the armies of the United States, spent his 
time in crying out for more men and more 
guns and munitions and never did anything 
with them when he got them except toyetreat. 

The persons who are intriguing to put 
Cooley on the board can have but one motive, 
and that delay. They want to paralyze the 
Drainage Board, stop its work, and reduce it 
to.the same state of inertness as when he had 
control of it. If they succeed in placing him 
on the board it will not be his or their fault if 
the summer of 1892 sees the work no farther 
ahead than when the Supreme Court delivered 
its decision in the early summer of 1890. 
Naturally he will feel it due to his own sense 
of dignity to vindicate his (want of) judgment 
in saying the survey could not be finished 
till the summer of 1892, and might take 
longer.“ He wculd interpose objections that 
this was not properly done, and that must be 
altered, and the whole plan remodeled, if only 
for the sake of showing that Cooley is infalli- 
ble, and nobody else knows anything in com- 
parison with himself in regard not to drain- 
age but to ship navigation down the Illinois 
River.. : 

The people do not want any such procrasti- 
nation. They have already had too much de- 
lay, caused by him. The residents of Chicago 
want pure and uncontaminated water, ade- 
quate dilution, and suppression of nuisances 
caused by sewage. The towns along the val- 
ley are becoming restless over thecontinuance 
of evils which grow in magnitude each year 
and can only be removed by the carrymg out 
of the drainage scheme to the opposition of 
which Mr. Cooley has long since committed 
himself by a series of actions which speak 
louder than words. They do not want any 
more of his theorizings and experimentations. 
The time for action has come. 


RAIN QUACKERY. 

A dispatch in Taz Tinu of yesterday 
announced the success of certain experiments 
in the art of rain-making undertaken at Good.

It is unrep- 
resentative, unprogressive, and unpopular. 
It stands squarely in the road of every mod- 
ern reform, and with all the more obstinacy 
because it has no constituency behind it and 
is therefore irresponsible. In such a situation 
a conflict must come sooner or later. The 
Liberals, representing the interests of the ma- 
jority of the people, must face the obstacle in 
their way. If it will not yield voluntarily 
then it must be forced to do so. It cannot be 
expected that. reform legislation will -wait 
much longer before this obstacle. The polit- 
ical drift in England has no point of touch 
with the stolid conservatism and dog-in-the- 
manger poliqy of hereditary peers. They 
must go before long with the drift or the drift 
will go over them and sweep them away. In 
the language already quoted, the House of 
Lords will be “mended or ended,“ and most 
likely the latter, an Upper House which comes 
nearer to the people taking its place. En- 
gland is on the road to republicanism and 
one of the first obstacles in its way, the House 
of Lords, will have to give place before long 
to the progressive tendencies of the people. 


THE PEOPLE OF JOLIET DEMAND RELIEF. 

The citizens of Joliet naturally are exasper- 
ated by the failure of Chicago to throw into 
the canal tne 60,000 cubic feet of water the 
Legislature ordered ten years ago. The quan- 
tity pumped is se much less than that and the 
dilution so inadequate that the sewage smells 
at Joliet-are almost as bad as along the Chi- 
cago River, whose present condition is due 
to the neglect of past inefficient admin- 
istrations to do their duty. For while insuffi- 


4 cient pumping means bad smells and may 


mean befouled drinking water for Chicago it 
means only the former for the smaller city, 
the drinking water of whose people is not af- 
fected by Chicago sewage. 

The irritated people of Joliet have appointed 
a committee to wait on the Canal Commis- 
sioners. According to a dispatch: 

The committee will demand that the alterna- 
tive of the Munn resolution be enforced; that the 
pumps at Bridgeport be stopped at once; that the 
Desplaines be tapped above Summit, where it is 
eight feet above the canal, and water be taken from 
that source; that Lane’s Lake be turned in, and 
that the other feeders be set going, so that only 
water enough be let in at Bridgeport tosupply the 
lake levei with four feet eight inches of water to 
run the canalboats with. The canal need only be 
open forty days more and then closed for the win- 
ter. The committee will recommend the institu- 
tion of suits from every point of the compass in 
case of the refusal of the Canal Commissioners to 
shut off the pumps. 

It would answer the purposes of the com- 
mittee better if it would insist on the Com- 
missioners enforcing the first part of the Munn 
resolution, which is that the city shail pump 
60,000 cubic feet a minute into the canal and 
that the Commissioners put the canal in shape 
to take it. If that amount of water were thrown 
into the canal the annoyances suffered now at 
Joliet would be in a great degree done away 
with, and the condition of the Chicago River 
would be greatly bettered. The “ alterna- 
tive“ proposition, however, which involves the 
stopping of the pumps, would damage Chicago 
ten thousand times more than it would bene- 
fit Joliet, for it would mean the poisoning of 
the drinking water of over a million people. 
It is not likely that the three Commissioners, 
one of them a Chicagoan, will feel like com- 
mending the poisoned chalice ” to the lips of 
all those who are unable to buy imported 
spring water. 

The Commissioners might hesitate to stop 
the Bridgeport pumps for thé further reason 
that if they do so they cannot iely on getting 
water enough from the Desplaines, which is 
almost dry at this time, or from the un- 
used feeder, or from any other source, to 
meet the needs of the canal, which it is their 
duty to keep in navigable condition. With- 
out what water they get from the Chicago 
River, they will be unable to float a canalboat, 
so while there are many reasons urging the 
Commissioners to do what they can to make 
the Bridgeport: pumps more effective, there 
is not one to induce them to stop them. 

It is in the power of the citizens of Joliet to 
begin a variety of suits. It is probable, how- 
ever, that any Judge to whom they might ap- 
ply for relief would tell them that he would 
not like to take the responsibility of giving an 
order which would result in throwing the 
sewage of a city of over a million people into 
the lake w they draw their drinking 
water, and that he shoula limit himself to 
directing the offending city to abate the 
nuisance it was committing and give it rea- 
sonable but short time in which to do it. In 
view of the law’s delays it might be a saving 
of time to apply directly to the offending city 
government.

but to the reckless extravagance of the previous

The Council appropriated last spring money 
enough to meet the urgent needs of the city if 
it was economically expended. Unhappily, 
the Cregier administration was in power dur- 
ing January, February, March, anda part of 
April. The old man was eager to be re- 
elected to a position for which he had shown 
signal unfitness, and he used the funds of the 
city, or allowed them to be used, for election- 
eering purposes. The pay-rolls of the differ- 


They appeared at the City Hall when it was 
pay day. The rest of their time was spent in 
the saloons or at political meetmgs, or can- 
vassing for votes for Cregier. 

The result of this vicious and wasteful con- 
duct was that a large part of the year’s appro-

Such a 
man could not find himself in such unsavory 
associations without the feeling that he was 
dogg violence to his sense of honesty and 
decency. At last, however, the dose has be- 
come so nauseous that he flatly refuses to 
swallow it and has come home on a visit to 
his old friends. Perhaps he will find the old 
ties strong enough to hold him. At least the 
contrast in common honesty and respectabil- 
ity may prevent him from going back. He 
will realize in November all the more forcibly 
by reason of his recent environments what a 
frightful exchange he made when he left his 
old friends and went over into the hungry 
and thirsty’? Democratic camp. Should he 
decide to stay he will be welcome, though it 
is not likely the Republicans will kill fatted 
calves and place rings on his fingers. He was 
too old when he went away to play the role of 
the Prodigal Son now. But his old friends 
will be glad to see him clothed in his right 
mind. 

The mugwump vote is a very uncertain one 
as to its numerical strength, but what there is 
of if will be likely to follow Mr. Curtis’ lead, 
as he is far and away the ablest man in their 
ranks. As their representative leader it is not 
unlikely they will follow him, and to that ex- 
tent Mr. Fassett will have the advantage in 
his campaign over Flower, the Tammany can- 
didate.

LET THE AUSTRALIAN BALLOT SCHOOL- 
MASTERS GET TO WORK. 

There will be put in the hands of the voters 
next month a new style of ballot. The old- 
fashioned one to which they have been accus- 
tomed all their days had on it the names of 
the candidates of only one political organiza- 
tion. The new one will have the names of 
the candidates of four parties, With the old 
one if a man did not like a name all he had to 
do was to scrateh it off and hand in his ticket. 
And it was a perfect vote though it had not a 
mark of pen or pencil, The new ballot is not 
self-acting and self-registering. If it goes 
into the box just as the voter receives it it will 
count for nothing and will be thrown out as a 
blank. He must use his pencil to make it 
count. He must make his X“ mark ata 
party title in case he wishes to vote for all its 
candidates, or if he is eclectic in his tastes 
and wishes to pick out men on the four lists 
he must put his mark. opposite the name of 
each one for whum he desires to vote, 

In theory any one ought to be able to mark 

n Australian ballot without making 
blunders. But the great number of mistakes 
made in voting the simpier old-style ballots 
show that it is necessary to teach the voters 
just what they will have to do on the 3d of 
November to make it certain that they will 
put the proper X’s “ on their voting papers. 
Therefore every Republican ward club ought 
to open its night school at once and begin 
teaching the voters. It will be all the more 
amusing if both Republicans and Democrats 
attend, and it will give the former a chance 
to show how much smarter they are than the 
other fellows in getting the hang of the 
new method. 

These voting schools will not be expensive. 
The Central committee should furnish tickets 
printed as the law requires. A curtained-off 
corner of a room will make the voting booth. 
One instructor will tell the voter how to mark 
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been made, for his own benefit and that of fel- 
low scholars. The result will be that every 
man who attends the “school” will be so well 
trained that when election day comes he can 
go to the polls and mark his ballot with a 
reasonable certainty that he is not putting his 
crosses in the wrong place, and he can give 
points to his friends who neglected going to 
the school. 

The attendance at these schools will be 
steady and large. The scheme will excite in- 
terest in the election weeks before it is held, 


and tend to swell the number of votes which 


will be cast Nov. . Men who had not thought 
of voting will look in at these instruction 
places to see and laugh at the mistakes of 


their neighbors and will get so interested that 


they will be sure to vote on election day. 
It is hardly necessary to impress on the Re- 


publican workers the importance of acquaint- | 


ing people with this new and to many mys- 
terious ballot. If they fail to do it their party 
will be the sufferer. For while it may not 
have as many illiterate voters as the Democ- 
racy, yet it has a good many and it cannot 
afford to have their ballots thrown out by the 
judges because of their defective marking.

largely remove silver from politics, and complete- 
ly change the national situation. 


There is not the slightest faith to be at- 
tached to this dispatch. In the first place, 
the secrets of the Supreme Court are better 
kept than those of any other body of men in 
the country. The Judges do not allow the 
news of their conclusions to leak out. In the 
next place, the Supreme Court will not as- 
sume jurisdiction in this case. Always slow 
to attempt to interfere with the acts of ex- 
ecutive officers unless brought before them 
in suits between parties, it will not meddle 
with this coinage question because it is under 
the absolute and exclusive control of Con- 
gress. The Constitution gives it the power 
to coin money and leaves it to its discre- 
tion to decide how it shall be done. It can 
order the coinage of a larger or a smaller 
quantity of silver or gold, or can stop their 
coinage altogether. This talk about the 
Supreme Court upsetting the Coinage law is 
on a par with the silly chatter about its de- 
claring protective duties unconstitutional, or 
the liquor traffic unconstitutional. The 
powers of the Supreme Court are great, but 
there are some subjects where Congress is 
omnipotent and some which the States have 
under their exclusive charge. A man has no 
more constitutional right to have his silver 
bullion comed for him than he has to have 
the river on which he lives deepened for him 
or its banks leveed by the General Govern- 
ment. Congress may order it done, but the 
Supreme Court cannot compel it to be 
done. 


Ax article by John Flavel Mines in the cur- 


rent number of the North American Review

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METHODS OF THE AUSTRALIAN BAL-

Establishment of Booths of Instruction in 
Every Ward in the City Decided Upon 
by the Republican Committee—Accord- 
ing to the Present Program There Will 
Be Little Excuse for Ignorance on Elec- 
tion Day—Results of Schools Previously 
Placed in Operation.

That there is a lack of intelligent under- 
standing of the Australian system of ballot- 
ing is demonstrated every day at the experi- 
mental booths conducted on Fifth avenue, 
near Madison.

Easy of Explanation. 


After all that has been said of the intricacies 
of the Australian system as adopted in IHinois, 
it is quite simple and easy of explanation. 
There are four tickets in the field, are 
shown in the accompanying form. All the 
tickets are printed on one sheet. The back of 
it is blank, save for a circle in which the re- 
ceiving judge inscribes his initials when he re- 
ceives the ballot, after it been 
prepared by the voter. The voter receives the 
sheet from the judge and retires to one of the 
little inclosures in the booth, where he finds a 
desk, pen, and ink, and absolute solitude. If 
the voter is determined to vote any y 
ticket straight he must simply inscribe a 
cross in the large circle before 
title of the party, at the top of the 
ticket. He must be careful not to mutilate 
the ticket, or to put on it any other marks. 
Then he folds the ticket, taking care to so fold 
it that the space intended for the judge’s signa- 
ture is left on the outside and visible. The 
ticket is handed to the judge and deposited. 
When the count begins and the cross in the 
circle is seen, but no other marks, the ticket 
is counted a straight one. 

Should the voter desire to vote a party 
ticket with an éxception or two he must not 
make a mark in the circle, but must inscribe 
a cross in the little square before the names of 
all the candidates save the one ainst whom 
he desires tu vote. If he has a choice on one 
of the other tickets let him make the cross in 
the square in front of that candidate’s name. 

Great Care Must Be Exercised. 

But the voter must be careful not to vote 
for more candidates than there are offices to 
be filled, as that would invalidate his vote for 
that particular office entirely. 

To illustrate: Ten County Commissioners 
are to be elected from the city districts. The 
form shows the lists for the candidates of 
four parties. If a voter desires to vote 
a party tickct straight with the exception of 
one name, the safe way is for him to make no 
cross in the circle, but let him make one in 
each square except that in front of the name 
of the man for whom he does not wish to vote. 
Should he intend to vote in favor of a Demo- 
cratic candidate, he can accomplish his inten- 
tion by making the mark in the square before

One t it has estab- 
lished is that most of the spoiled ballots have 
been deposited by voters who think they know 
The semi-illiterate voter is 
methodical, and makes but few mistakes. I 
is believed that hundreds of the wholly illit- 
erate voters will remain away from the polls 
this time rather than acknowledge their illit-

the Republicans. Thirty-eight — the eighty- 
three representative districts, with a total of 
forty-eight members, can be reasonably con- 
sidered reliably Republican. In a half dozen 
of these counties the Democrats have 
with the People's party, but with hardly an 
exception it.is in counties where the Repub- 
lican majority is 900 or more, and the chance 
of the success of the scheme does not seem 
brilliant. Thirty-two of the districts, with a 
total of thirty-six members, are relia- 
bly Democratic, in thirteen, with 
a total of twenty-three Representatives, are 
debatable. Ten of the twenty-three doubt- 
ful menibers are in Hamiiton County, so that 
if the Republicans carry Hamilton County 
they will ‘have a working majority in the 
House in all probability, even if they-shbuld 
lose the other twelve counties put on the 
doubtful list.
